I find it difficult not to express 
enthusiasm for “ending the war” be- 
tween the two major campuses of 
higher education in Shreveport— LSUS 
and Centenary. 

Last spring I attended Alaska 
Methodist University in Anchorage. 
AMU is, in many respects, compara- 
ble to Centenary. However, AMU, 
along with the University of Alaska, 
Anchorage (Community College and 
Senior College) has set up a consor- 
tium program in which up to 50 per 
cent of a student's courses may be 
cross -registered at one of the other 
institutions. All consortium courses 
are considered to Ire taken in resi- 
dence as opposed to transfer courses. 

The state purpose of the consor- 
tium is to “strengthen educational of- 
ferings to Anchorage area students 
through conservation and more effi- 
cient allocation of the limited re- 
sources of money, staff and facilities.” 
Indeed, last May the consortium 
opened a $6 million library. This 
arrangement has also encouraged 
more jointly sponsored programs be- 
tween the universities in the area of 
forums, speakers, etc. 

The feasibility of such a program 
in the Shreveport area may be rather 
unrealistic at this time. Yet, I feel 
that more communication between 
Centenary, LSUS, Southern Univer- 
sity and other centers of higher edu- 
cation in the Shreveport area could 
only enhance one's education.

We Want Change 

In LSU System 


Discovery in every field is advancing at an almost phenomenal rate. It is a virtual impossibility 
for anyone to fully digest the ever increasing amout of knowledge that permeates our world on a daily 


basis. 

Here at LSUS we have few courses 
designed to help the student better 
understand how to cope with today's 
often maddening realities or even 
himself. 

There are many aspects of our 
present “system” which are in dire 
need of change. Under this system, 
when a student fails a course at 
LSUS and then repeats the course 
for a passing grade, his "F” is not 
removed from the records. 

Retains T* 

If a student transfers to LSUS with 
an “F” and retakes the course, his 
“F” not only remains on the records, 
but is added to his other grades in 
order to obtain his overall grade point 
average. This is another of the highly 
illogical procedures, like requiring 
sophomore standing in order for the 
student to qualify for a 200 level in- 
troductory course.

Health and Relaxation

Across the country, young and old, men, women and children are enjoying a sport that is fun, 
inexpensive and challenging, and it doesn't cost a b undle of money to get in to. 


In fact, participating can be as 
simple as stepping out the door, class* 
room door that is, as is the case for 
four LSUS professors. 

For Health Reasons 

The four often step outside their 
classrooms during any free time they 
have to jog* 

One of at least four joggers on 
campus is Dr. Joe Goerner, chemistry 
department head, who joined the 
ranks of the joggers when it first be- 
gan to be popular, back in 1963, he 
said. 

Jogging has an advantage over 
other forms of exercise, "It's the 
quickest, fastest, least expensive way 
to exercise that I know of.

If 
1 played basketball, it might take two 
hours/' commented Goerner. 

A former cross country team mem- 
ber, Dr, Barron Tabor, assistant pro- 
fessor of mathematics, says: *T just 
want to keep in good physical shape. 
1 also have a lot of nervous energy 
ami I like to compete." Tabor jogs 


about 30 minutes a day, five days 
per week. 

Increases Enjoyment 
One of two new professors at LSU5 
who jog, Dr. Stuart Mills likes to run 
because it increases his enjoyment of 
other sports. Since he started to jog, 
his enjoyment of other sports such as 
golf, has increased. This is because 
he no longer feels tired after playing. 

Jogging, according to Mills and the 
others, isn't just a physical activity. 
It's a social activity as well, and 
when a group gets together to jog 
there is much conversation and laugh- 
ing. Mills compared the conversation 
to locker room behaviour. 

Builds Up Strength 
The other new professor, also an 
assistant professor of mathematics, is 
Dr. At Vekovius. 

Vikovius began jogging as a way 
of building up his strength and en- 
durance while learning Judo. Now 
the holder of a black belt in the 
sport, he hasn't stopped jogging.

Vekovius also claims to more 
aware of things detrimental to hts 
health, since he started jogging, in- 
cluding pollution and smoking.

Both Vekovius mid Mills said that 
while they enjoyed running on cam- 
pus, they were in dire need of dress- 
ing room and shower facilities. Right 
now, they said they have to plan 
their jogging to just before they leave 
to go home. 

Coemer and Tabor are members of 
the Shreveport Track Club, and Mills 
and Vikovius both said they planned 
to join. The club formed last spring 
and this summer held jogging events 
weekly at LSUS. 

All four LSUS joggers expressed 
hope that some sort of club be or- 
ganized for interested persons. Their 
ideas ranged from forming a cross 
country team to competing with Cen- 
tenary, to just setting aside a time 
when interested joggers could get to- 
gether at one time to jog.
